Obdjections,

In the ‘present, case, the objec- 
was that’ there was no 
scavenging lane and there was 
opposition to the laying of a soil 
pipe beneath the ground floor sur- 
face, 
cast iron soil pipe, four’ inches in 
diameter, embedded in a sufficient- 
ly thick layer of concrete, say 
four inches round the pipe, thus 
forming another pipe, 12° inches 
outside diameter and a four 
inches thick concrete slab-on the 
floor surface, would be sufficient 
to prevent the emission ef noxious 
gases, 

There could be ‘no possible in- 
sanitary effect and such a method 
of scavenging must be conceded 
to be decidedly superior to the 
bucket system. 

The opinion of the Medical Of- 
ficer was invaluable and he ven- 
tured to suggest that great regard 
should be paid to the opinion of 
one admittedly well-versed in mat- 
ters pertaining to public health. 

The Chairman had mentioned 
tuberculosis, and because of that 
alone he thought that water carry- 
ing closets should be encouraged.

A petition, signed by 200 Kow- 
loon residents, was presented .to 
the Government in 1922, appeal- 
ing for the grant of a site fora 
Church ‘similar in principles to 
the Union Church in.Hongkong. | . 
The Governinent, unfortunately, 
had Httle choice of site to ‘offer 
and negotiations were protracted. 

In ‘the meantime inquiries were 
niade ‘at’ Home in England for a 
suitable minister, and the present, 
speaker, an ordained minister of 
the Presbyterian Church of Eng-:
